The 
Times, however, has that confidence in 
the good sense and judgment of the 
citizens of this oity that it believes 
they have emphasized in no uncertain 
manner their disapproval of 
official 


corruption tuid incompeteuoy by defeat- 
ing Volney R. Row for mayor. 


Tho Times has no regrets, no apolo- 


gies to make for the part it has taken 
in this campaign. 
With the evidence 


in our possession, a sense of our duty to 
the public caused us to charge Mayor 
Row with crookedness and 
iucom 


petoncy. 
These charges were repeated 


day after day for a week past,' and 
were never denied by either of the or- 
gans of Mayor Bow's party in this city. 


And now that the election is almosl 


over, and whether Voluey Row is 
elected or defeated, the Times stands 
just where it did one week ago. Wo 
will not be found sneaking away, or 
crawling and cringing about in the 
dust like our sniveling contemporary, 
the Portsmouth Blade. 


We charged last week that the re- 


port of an expert in the employ of the 
state 
showed that Mayor Kow was 


short in the Equitable Building associ- 
ation over $3,000. 
We also charged

Tho fact that Mayor Row has in aonie 
way settled the matter does not change 
the situation.

We charged that au expert commit- 


tee employed by the city conncil found 
the mayor's books in almost inex- 
tricable confusion, and that this com- 
mittee's report showed that by his own 
books, Mayor Row was short in his 
accounts with the city about £90. The 
amount subsequently was reduced to a 
little over sixty dollars by the discov- 
ery of an error. We repeat this charge. 


Wo charged that Mayor Row col- 


lected $25 from Wm. L-ihmering for 
Louis Lowery for rent of the city 
hospital and that he gave the city no 
credit for it, and denied having re- 
ceived the money until confronted with 
the receipt. 
We reiterate this charge. 


We charged that, aa mayor of the 


city, he collected monies as fines and 
that he gave no credit on the city's 


"JUDICIAL AUTOCRACY." 


"Perhaps no class of public officials 


are more in need of sharp criticism for 
their disregard }f the amenities than 
judges. 
For this many reasons may 


be assigned. Judges hold a position 
that makes them seem, and often 
makes them feel like autocrats. Their 
commands are for the time being law. 
They are invested with 
autocratic 


power, lodged with no other official, of 
arbitrarily ordering men to prison—of 
being at once accusers, juries arid 
judges. Power like this is calculated 
to impress those who exercise it with 
exalted notions of their authority, and 
distorted ideals of judicial dignity. 
The ill effect is heightened when the 
worries of the'court room sour the tem- 
per of the autocrat. Some judges then 
ignore the incidental obligations of 
their position. Forgetting that they 
are arbitrators, bound to be gentle to 
every one, and especially to be solicitous 
for the rights of all whose quarrels 
come before them they play the part of 
the querulous 
pedagogue. 
Invested 


with a little brief authority, they HBO 
it as if no one's rights were superior to 
their whims. 


An example was famished on Mon- 


day :by Judge Larason 
For several 


daya an attorney had danced attendance 
in his court, waiting for one of his 
oasea to be called for trial. 
Up to 3 


o'clock on Monday the. case had not yet 
been reached, and as only one hour 
more of the court day then remained, 
the attorney reasonably assuming that 
his oase would not be called, left the 
court room to attend to other business. 
But by one of those accidents which 
neither lawyers nor judges can antici- 
pate, the trial in progress suddenly 
ended, and the absent lawyer's oase 
was called—whereupon Judge Latnson 
ordered it to proceed, without giving 
the attorney a chance to be heard. 


"Conduct like this on the part of the 


judges is wholly without justification. 
To begin with, it is inexcusable that a 
judge should keep lawyers and wit- 
nesses danuing attendance at court 
daily, and all day for several days to- 
jethor, awaiting the call of their oases, 
md when a lawyer is placed in default 
>ecanse towards tha close of the day 


happens to be absent when the case 


on trial ahead of is comes unexpectedly 


au end, the judge who orders the de- 


'anlt deserves to be aa openly criticized 
by the press as he is severely criticized 
by the bar. Whether intentionally or 
peevishly, he thereby expresses indiffer- 
ence to the rights which he has been 
appointed to adjust. 


We are aware of the complaints of 


judges that lawyers abuse the courtesies 
of the bench regarding the calling of 
cases. But if the bench made reason- 
able rules upon the subject, 
there 


would be no opportunity for abuse." 


The attention of 
the judge was 


called to the article some days later, 
and when he read the somewhat sting- 
ing words of censure, his eyes bulged 
out, and his knees knocked together 
worse than Belshazzur's did when he 
read the handwriting on the wall. 
After ascertaining the name of the 
offending editor, he issued au order for 
contempt.

Enfranchisement in New 
Zealand. 


It is now four years «since 
the 


electoral franchise was granted to al 
women twenty-one years of age by act 
of the local parliament; and, aa the 
parliaments in New Zealand last for 
three years, thei e have been two gen- 
eral elections in which the women's 
vote baa been a most important factor.

themselves forward in positions of 
prominence in the "Woman's Rights" 
movements 
in America and Great 


Britain the attitude of the women of 
New Zealand would undoubtedly have 
seemed slow and supine to an extra- 
ordinary degree. 
They held no meet- 


ings ; they sent no petitions; they pub- 
lished no letters or pamphlets—either 
to denounce men or to praise women. 
What they did was tu take advantage

bring to bear against na, and in many 
respects we have forced him to ac- 
knowledge our manhood in opposition 
to what he has taught. 
The colored 


people, as a race, have made a record 
as citizens of the United States of 
which they need not be ashamed. It 
is no wonder that at times we become 
restless and raise ourselves up to the 
emergency of the storm, when we see 
injustice practiced upon UH, on the 
right and on the left—not from our 
enemies, but 
fiom 
our 
pretended 


friends. 
It is not office we are clamor- 


ing for, but it is justice. We, in a 
sense, as a people, do not ask for posi-

HOT PLEASING TO TEE DIPLOMATS. 


Th« ladicattoni Are That the We«lc Will 


Not B« a Busy One In Congress, as the 
Hotue Will Not Attempt Any Rusi- 


* 
n«8»—Question. Whicli Will Couie Up 
In the Senate. 
Washington, April 5.—The bank- 


ruptcy bill will be given flrst place in 
the senate program next week, but it 
wil give way to the appropriation bills 
alter Tuesday if the committee on ap- 
propriations reports them, as is ex- 
pected, and urges consideration. 


Senator Lindsay will open th« de- 


bate on the 
bankruptcy bill in its 


favor, and it is presumed that Senator 
Nelson will follow in opposition. 


The appropriation bills will excite 


more or less debate when taken ui>, 
but they are scheduled to pass with 
comparatively few changes. Tthere has 
been am effort on the part of some 
members of the house to impress tho 
senate with the importance of passing 
•these bills as snt over from the house 
without any change whatever. 
Thie 


suggestion is resented especially by 
the appropriations committee, which 
is determined to make some changes, 
If only for the purpose of demonstrat- 
ing the senate's independence of the 
house. A few modifications, however, 
ar absolutely necessary. It appears 
that there is an error of $100,000 in the 
calculation of totals in the 
sundry 


civil bill, amd that one appropriation 
for a public "building is duplicated. The 
committee 
also will restore the pro- 


Vision for opening the Uncompahgre 
Indian reservation, in the Indian bill,, 
"but will allow only one claim, of gjil- 
•onite to such individual and not two, 
as ihas been heretofore reported. 


The Uncomj>ahgre matter and the 


question of revoking President Cleve- 
land's order for the creation of forest 
reservations in the west will occasion 
debate. The committee probably will 
make DO ''ecommendaticm in this mat- 
ter, though there is a possibility that 
It m*y be transferred from the sundry 
civil to the general deficiency bill. The 
senators from the states affected will 
make an effort on the floor of the sen- 
ate to 'Wave the provision in regard to 
this matter restored as it originally 
pased the senate. 


THe outlook is that the week will 


not 'be a busy one, and that the daily 
•essious will lie short. Many senators 
wll be absent. The finance committee 
will press forward its investigation of 
the Dingley tariff bill, and the various 
parties will continue their efforts to 
reach an understanding on the organ- 
ization of the senate committees.

Are Carefully Watching the I*ro^ro8» o" 


New Tariff Bill. 


Washington, April 5.—The foreign 


embassies a/nd legations in Washing- 
ton are watching the progress of tho 
•itarifl bill with great care, as it mater- 
ially affects all commercial nations. 


Reports are "being forwarded to the 


various foreign offices, and these in 
turn are being made public abroad for 
tire information of concerns shipping 
toods to tie United States. Naturally 
the feeling among the diplomats is not 
favorable to the measure, as it will re- 
strict many of 'the lines of foreign 
trade with this country. 


Among the representatives 
of tho 


larger countries the expression is gen- 
eral that there will be a large dcr&ase 
in imports, and that this in turn will 
be follorved by an increase of duties 
against American goods. The repre- 
sentatives of nations which are most 
concerned with reciprocity do not re- 
gard 
the reciprocity features of tho 


present 'bill with faror. 


Without exception, however, mem- 


bers of the diplomatic corps are re- 
fraining from exerting any influence 
toward keeping down the duties. The 
principle is accspted on all hands that 
this government has the right to 
frame its tariff as it sees fit, and that 
it is purely a domestic affair with 
which foreign ministers have no right 
to concern themselves. 


Up to the present time no protests 


hare been filed from any source, al- 
though it is said certain representa- 
tions from Che Argentine government 
are on the way to the minister here. 
So»e o-f the ministers have talked un- 
officially with 
Secretary Sherman as 


to the general 
character of the bill, 


but they have become satisfied 
that 


the executive branch had no desire to 
exert influence 
on the 
legislative 


branch 
toward 
keeping down tariff 


rates.

The Vigilant Cruiser Prevents 


a Cuban Expedition. 


HOW THE SLY BERMUDA GOT LEIT, 


BIG BLAZE. "-"- 
CORRUPTION CHARGED.

£j a Forerunner the Tue, Alexander 


Jones, Was Captured—An the i'ilibus- 
toriufT Steamer Wa» Outside tlie Thr«o 
Mile Limit itud Under the British Flag 
gl,e \Vaa Kot Detained. 
Jacksonville, Fla,, April 5.—Tie 


cruiser Vesuvius prevented a Cuban 
expedition from leaving Fernandlna 


and captured the tug Alexander Jones 
of Wilmington, N. C. The cruiser left 
here suddenly upon information, fur- 
nished by Spanish Vice Consul Potous 
that an "expedition would leave 
Fer- 


uaiidina at 2 a. m. The. cruiser -went 
down the river and anchored off Fer- 
uandma bar. 


About 12 o'clock a tug with only 


two lights burning at the masthead 
-was seen to approach, and the flask- 
light of the Vesuvius was thrown 
upon uer. The tug proved to be the 
Alexander Jones, and the 
captain 


gave as an excuse for his presenc-a 
that he was waiting for tows. 


An officer from the Vesuvius wan 


placed aboard and then the cruiser 
went out to sea in search of the Ber- 
muda, which was expected. 


A steamer was finally seen coming 


from the south having the same sig- 
nals displayed as those of the Jone*. 
The flashlight was again used, at 
which the steamer turned and started 
in another direction. A signal from 
the Vesuvius brought the steamer to 
a standstill, however, and sh» was 
seen to be the Bermuda. 


The Bermuda was outside the three- 


mile limit and under the British flag, 
BO that the commander of the Vesu- 
vius had no authority to deta/in her. 


The Bermuda apparently had no 


cargo on board, standing very -high 
out of the water. The Jones was es- 
corted into port of Fernandlna and 
turned over to Collector of Customs 
Ba.Hzell, who placed a deputy aboard. 
The tug probably will be fined for a 
violation of the navigation laws 
in 


(having only two lights displayed. 


The plans of the Cubans were for

Cincinnati, April 5.—At 1 a. m. an 


automatic fire alarm notified the cen- 
tral fire tower of a blaze starting in tho 
Creorge F. Otte company's carpet store 
on <tthe south side of Fourth, street, one 
door west of Race. 


The entire fire department 
was 


called out and s. battle royal began. 
Otte's entire stock, valued at $300,000, 
tna insured for $150,000, was de- 
ktroyed in less than two hours. The 
entire interior of the Otte building 


was -burned out and the rear wall fell 
into Baker alley. 


The fire comunioabed to the roof of 


Henry Rosen-baium's cloak manufac- 
turing establishment at the corner of 
Race and Fourth streets. It was con- 
fined to tfoe top story, however, and 
otherwise Rosenbaum's damage 
is 


wholly by water, fully insured. Across 
the sitreet from Rosenbaum's was the 
St. Nicholas hotel.
